the Chinese Government for the rights of 
conscience, which as long as China dige 
regards she must lag behind other nations. 
But Dr. Martin is far from looking on the 
matter in any oue-sided way. This is proved 
by one paragraph in his brief article, which 
we take the liberty of reproducing here, 
He says:—‘The expulsion of a student 
“from the university of Sbantung for 
refusing to bow the knee to Conrucrus 
‘is a disgraco to the country. But while 
“I thus express myself in regard to the 
“narrow view of the Chinese, 1 cannot 
‘refrain from saying that there is room for 
“aw change of view on our side of the 
“uuestion. For myself, I bold strongly 
“that there is nothing idolatrous in the 
‘worship of Conrucrtus. He is not des- 
‘eribed as a God; nor is he invoked ag 
‘such. The inserijtion on bis tablet makes ° 
“him ‘the most holy of the ancient sages,’ 
“ Honour to his memory as China’s greatest 
“teacher is all that the rite signifies— 
“ natwithstanding the grovelling and abject 
“form of the ceremony.” This.is an 
admirably eulightened standpoint, which 
does the greatest credit to the man’ who 
holds by it. The writer goes on to compare 
unother Chin-se rite which is purely 
civil, the “worship” of the tablet of the 
living Emperor, of which he says :—* How- 
‘ever little we may adinire this sort of 
“‘man-worship, it is man-worship and 
“not the worship of God. It is not

With the conclusion yesterday of the 
enquiry into the fatal building collapse in 
Tung Ii Jane, the series of collapse 
enquiries came to an end. The net result 
of four months of magisterial investigation, 
legal eluquenée, and public attention, as 
shown by the jury, is that nv one has been 
found responsible for the deaths of thirty 
Chinese,/caused by the falling of the various 
buildings. There were in all five cases, 
beginning with the Kowloon City Road 
case, involving the death of ten men ; here 
the magisterial enquiry faile to locate any 
blame. |Next came the First Street collapse, 
where one man was killed; the contractor 
was committed fer trial, but discharged at 
the Be Sessions. ‘Third was the 


Second |Strect affair, where the victims 
numb-red four ; two contractors were cum | 
mitted for trial, but also discarge! when 
the cas¢ had cume to the Supreme Court. 
Pourth twas the Praya Eas: collapse, killing 
thirteen|; the architects and contractor were 
committed for trial, but the Attorsey- 
General, uciug ingthe capacity of a graud 
jury, threw out the bill. Lastly the:e was 
the Tung Loi Lane care, which ended 
yesterday; (wo men were killed, but the 
jury cduld not assign the blam>. We do 
not propo:e to go into the details of tlese 
cages npr to say that the ultimate verdict in 
each onquity was not the one pointed out 
by the facts, ‘There were eroat difficulties 
involved in ths ta k of getting to the bottom 
of all five cases, and those conc-ra al had 
laborious tasks with which to cops.

ANNUAL MEETING, 

The anunal meetin's of the Hongkong Branch 
of the Navy League was held on ‘I'iursday 
afternoon in the Cily Hall. Mr. H. E. Pollock, 
K.C., presided, and the members of the Com- 
mittee who wore present were Messrs. B. 
Layton, R. C. Wilcox, Gershom Stewart, M. W. 
Slade, D. R. Law, W. A. Cruickshank, and 
Cuptain G. C. Anderson (Hon. fecretary). 
The attendance of membe:s was not large.

No dopbt there was 
some risk. that if distarbances jof thie kind 
were allowed to go unchecked dertain Powers 
might |bp templed—we ourselyes might be 
tempted —to interfere in the internal affairs 
of Chiba, and it was obviously |desirable that 
befor: things got to that stage Figorons steps 
should ibe taken to keep tho e piracies within 
due limit, Te was glad to |see that the 
Govern vent of Hongkong had jrecently been 
interesting themselves ia this matter, and they 
must hope that effective aciion would be taken 
in fultre and that those piracipz, which had 
occurred so near onr own wat rs in the past, 
would jnot recur, With references to Weihni- 
wei, thought sincs they last met various 
p1persj ad beeu laid on the tabla|of tho House 
of Commons by Lord Cranborne, and it was 
quite oe that all idea of making Weihaiwei 
into an armed base bad been aliaudoned. He 
did ndt know that that was plfogether an 
undesirable decision if it meant that the 
anthorities were going to do thelr very nfmost 
to place Hongkong in am absolutely sata 
position—(bear, hear)—as regauds fo'ts and 
putting powerful moderu breechitbo ding puns 
into these forts.

Those people who took up the 
position that because a thing was paid for to be 
looked after therefore the public got it. wonld, he 
suj-posed argu” that becanse the WaterA athority. 
was paid to get the Colony a sufficient supply of 
water thérefore we had plenty of water. The 
absurdity of adopting sach a line of argument 
was obvious. (App'ause.) This water question 
also furnished a pa alle! to the action of the 
Navy League, because ns had been seen from the 
correspondence in the Press during the past few 
months people who consi ‘ered they had not gota 
sufficient water supp'y agitated and wrote to the 
Press and the Water Authorily demaadir g that 
they shonld receive an adequate sn pply of water. 
The Navy Leagne was iu exac:ly the sime 
postion. Tho League was convinced —avd 
they were sapportad upon that point by such 
anthorities as Lord Charles Reresford. Admiral 
Rawson, Adminal Hood and Adiniral Fre. 
mantle—that the supply of battleships and 
cruisars was insufficient, and was endeavouring, 
{hrongh the Press and by questions in the 
House of Cammous, to secure that we should 
ob‘ain a sufficient naval strength o enable us to 
maintain that poace throughout the world so very 
important to nsas a trading Power. (Hear, hear.) 
The Navy League was by no means o j-ngo 
body. ‘The whole aim and object were that 
Great Britain should maintain such a standard 
of s(rength as to enablo lier to hold her position 
and to cary on her commerco in security 
throughout the world. It wou'd be easy to 
peint out much good work done by the Navy 
League, but, for the sake of brevity, mention 
would be made of enly one small but very 
important. example in which it seemed that the 
Navy Lergue had done most excell nt work, 
[n the Navy some {wo years or 89 ago there 
were on the list kept by the Admiralty at hcme 
some 23 ships of an obsulete type, arm _d with 
muzzle-loadiug guns, and the Navy League 
said, and perf-ct'y rig'tly, that these ships 
were liftle Letter thia death-fraps. Jor over 
two yexrs past the League had worked ccn- 
tinuously at that qrestion, and only a month or 
two ago was able to annonnce that every one cf 
these dangerous and inefficient. ships bad been 
taken off the list. (\pplause.) That was a very 
impor‘ant resalt indeed to have achive’, and 
there cauld be vo doubt, judgiug by the slowness 
with which Governinents move in the ordinary 
way, that that action of the Navy League, ably 
seconded as it was by the Press, had been to a 
great ext nt instrumental in removing these 
obsolete ships from the Admiralty list. (Ap- 
pliuse.) In Hongkong lately we had been con- 
sideriag and pondering over the so-called 
building collapses, and, as had ben po:nted 
out, it was a matter fir serious 
enquiry. thet some 3) or 40  peaple 
h.d lot theie lives through the collapse of 
buillings. But what a numb r of lives would 
have been at stake if thes3: 3 ships had remained 
on tle Government list; it would not hive been 
a qnestion of 40 or 50 lives at stake, but one 
hundr. d times that am uat, or more. In such 
matters as th se it was necessary {ha' the 
Government should be kept up to the mark. 
for it did not in the least follow that beoinse 
cartain p2ople were pid for doing certain work 
that that work would be performed efficiently. 
These views had the support of no less an 
authority than our lale Premier, Lord Salisbury, 
than whom there was no other statesman of 
recent times more guarded and cautious in the 
us: of his words. When the Conservative 
Administration was boing attacked upon the 
inefficiency of the preparations in connection 
with the Bonth African War, Lor Salisbury 
said thal the 'l'reasury exercised a very restrain- 
ing effect upon the Government, and added the 
very important remark that the defenca of the 
Empire was part of the business of the people. 
Such was the position thatthe Navy League had 
been maintaining all along. Certaioly the Go- 
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at eee 
vermen’ desired to.do its hest-in thé thatter, but 
the Navy Leazne recegnised that ‘in, order 
fomai tain our naval positfon ia the world large 
snms cf money Would have to .be expended. 
and when p2 ple realised that the nitiaual safety 
in one way deponded on the Navy, they would 
then see that the Government provided efficient 
and snfficiont ehips, and would willingly bear 
the taxation which was imposed upon them to 
provide efficient and sufficiontshivs. The wholo 
task of the Navy League had been to ea tucate 
the people so that they might be indaced to 
bring pressure to bear npon the Government. 
Lord Salisbury had said, and justly, that ths 
national defence was the business of the people, 
and: the object of the Navy Leagae was to 
mike the people realise that if was absolately 
important for the welfare of the British 
Empire that we should possess o predo- 
minantly strong Navy. (Applanse ) Conelaud- 
ing, Mr. Pollock said it was very desirable 
that those of the British community in the 
C.lony not associated with the Navy League 
should at once become members cr associates of 
it. ‘There waa abso'n'ely no entranca fe, and 
for members the subscription wag only $5 a 
year, and fer associates §2. Nobody there-. 
fore conld say it was an expensive matter to 
join the Navy Leagne, and that they ald 
not afford to do it In moving the 
adoption of the report and statement 
of accounts. (he spraker said that members and 
associates would very much facilitate the work 
of the Hon Treasurer if they would kindly send 
in (heir subseriptious, withont patting him to 
the troub'e cf sending oat epec.ally to collect 
subscriptions. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. A. B. Lowe seconded, und the motion for 
the adoption of the report und acconats was 
agreed to. 

The CHAIRMAN ‘afta: wards movel tbat a 
sum of $10 be votod from the funds, in rid of 
the Soldiers, and Sailors’ Home, Arenv' Street 
which he explained did goad aud usoful work 
and was in need of funda. 

This wai seconded and agreed to. 

Mr, GersHom STEW. Rt proposed theelection 
of Mr, P.llock as Chcirman for the ensuing 
year Mr. Pollock for years past had been 
untiring in his efforts for the fartherance of ths 
Navy Losgne, and had thrown his whole heart 
into the work. ( \ pplanse.)

Mrs. Siehs, wife of Mr. N. A. Siebs, and prssed

PAU LEUNG AXD CT.AERS v. PAU KWOK CHIU. 
This was a petition for leave to appeal from 
the decree made by the Chief Justice on 10th 
September. In the case as originally brought 
Pau Leung and his two brothers applied for a 
petition for administration of their father's 
estate by the Court and for account of execulor- 
ship to be taken, and his Lordship after hearing 
partivs mide a decree that the terms of the will 
be carried out and that the nsaal acconats be 
takes. Ho order d that the releass of date 
15th April, 1893, be set aside and gave plaintiffs 
costs go far as properly incurred for the pur- 
pose of setting it aside. So far as the action 
did not ask for the s tting a-ide of the releas>, 
ke could not then decide the question of costs. 

Mr. E. H. Sharp, K.C., barrister-at-law 
appeared for the sppellant (instructed by Mr. 
P. W. Goldring, solicitor), and Mr. M. W. 
Slade, barrister-at-law, appeared for the respon- 
dent (instructed by Mr. F..X. d’Almuda e 
Castro, solicitor). Mr. T. Morgan Phillips 
barrister-at-law, who had appesred for the 
defendant in the original css, was also in 
at(eudance. 

Before Mr. 
Lordships, 

The Puisne Julge remarked that so far as he 
could understand, the appellant was appealing 
from oa consent order; the whole thing as 
drawn up was by consent. 

Mf. Sharp said he was appealing from the 
consent order so far as that order related to the 
setting aside of the release.
